Foreign  Crop  Prospects. 

The  total  acreage  of  fall  wheat  for  7  countries  is  decreased  this  year, 
amounting  to  65,345,000  acres  as  compared  with  70,367,000  acres  last  year.  The 
decreased  acreage  in  the  United  States  is  1,542,000  acres  or  3  per  cent;  Canada, 
42,000  acr^s  or  5  per  cent;  Rumania,  665,000  acres  or  13  per  cent;  Czechoslovakia 
51 ,000  acres  or  6  per  cent  and  Poland,  72,000  acres  or  3  per  cent.    Francs  and 
Bulgaria  are  the  only  countries  for  which  increased  acreages  are  reported.  The 
increase  in  France  amounts  to  1,130,000  acres  or  10  per  cent  and  in  3ulgaria  to 
254,000  acres  or  14  per  cent.    Decreased  acreages  are  also  reported  in  Hungary, 
Yugoslavia,  England' and  T'ales,  Germany  and  -Austria  hut  actual  statistics  are 
lacking.    A  comer cial  estimate  places  the  decrease  in  Hungary  and  Yugoslavia 
at  10  per  cent.     Conflicting  reports  are  received  for  Russia,  some  indicating 
an  increase  in  the  acreage  of  fall  grains  and  others  indicating  a  decrease. 

The  coned ti on  of  the  European  fall  grain  crops  is  good  especially  the 
early  sowings ,  according  to  all  reports  available.    In  England  and  Hales,  Italy, 
France  and  Spain  good  crops  are  reported.     Snow  coverings  are  protecting  the 
crops  in  Russia,  Germany,  Poland  and  the  Balkans. 

T/heat  crops  of  Inaia  ana  North  Africa  ere  in  good  condition.  The  areas 
sewn  to  winter  wheat  in  Algeria  and  Tunis  this  year  are  approximately  equal  to 
those  of  last  y^-ar,  and  the  development  of  the  crops  is  generally  good.  No 
estimate  has  been  received  of  the  wheat  acreage  of  India  but  commercial  reports 
place  it  at  least  equal  to  that  of  last  y^-ar.    Ueather  conditions  are  reported  tc 
be  favorable  and  a  heavy  yield  is  expected. 

Decreased  wheat  yi eld  is  expected  in  Chile  as  a  result  of  red  rust  in  the 
Central  provinces.    The  cutting  of  the  crop  was  retarded  due  to  the  backwardness 
of  the  season.  A  normal  barley  crop  was  being  harvested  about  the  middle  of 
December* 

The  cotton  crops  are  good  in  Australia  and  Ecua dcr .  Heavy  radns  which  fell 
in  Central  Queensland  during  the  first  part  of  December  give  good  prospects  for  a 
record  cotton  crop.    The  crop  of  Ecuador  is  reported  to  be  in  promising  condition.

The  total  winter  are. in  area  of  Frence  is  increased  this  year,  amounting  to 
17,356,000  acres  as  compared  with  l6,007,CCO  acres  last  year. 

The  1922  wheat  crop  of  Canada  is  399 1  7<->6  ,C0C  bushels ,  according  to  the  final 
estimate,  which  is  an  increase  of  5,361, 000  bushels  over  the  estimate  of  November 
23,  Final  estimates  of  the  other  small  grain  crops  and  of  potatoes  are  smaller 
than  the  previous  estimate.

I  lie  -production  of  all  grain  crops  of  Austria  except  wheat  decreased  this 
year.

"bushels  over  the  crop  of  1921.    Rye  production  amounted  to  12,990,000  "bushels  or 
a  decrease  of  171,000  bushels,     Oats  decreased  from  19,000,000  bushels  in  1921 
to  IS, 08*2,000  bushels  In  1922  and  barley  from  5,4-81,000  bushels  in  I92I  to 
5,190,000  bushels  In  1922,     Corn,  potatoes  and  sugar  beets  crops  gave  increased 
yields  this  year. 

The  wheat  cr op  of  Portugal  increased  about  1,169, 000  bushels  over  last 
year*s  production,  the  crop  amounting  to  9,752,000  bushels. 

Production  decreased  for  all  grain  crops  in  C z e chos 1 o  vaki a  this  year,  ac- 
cording to  the  preliminary  estimate,  from  223,^-07,000  bushels  in  1921  to 
.191,928,000  bushels  in  i922«    The  crops  included  are  wheat,  rye,  barley,  oats 
and  com.     wheat  production  decreased  8,211,000  bushels  ,  this  yearls  crop  being 
30,471,000  bushels*     The  rye  crop  this  year  amounted  to  4-5,795,000  bushels  as 
compared  with  53,735,000  bushels  last  year. 

Substitutes  must  be  added  to  wheat  flour  in  Prance  according  to  a  decree 
of  December  19,  1922.    Wheat  flour  must  be  mixed  with  at  least  10  per  cent  ry^  or 
rice  flour. 

Increased  wheat  production  is  being  encouraged  in  Italy  by  means  of 
propaganda  of  the  Ministry  of  Agriculture  for  which  two  million  lire  or,  roughly, 
about  $100,000  has  been  appropriated. 

The  cultivated  ar ea  of  Ireland  decreased  this  year,  amounting  to  4, 850,030 
acres  as  compared  with  4,987,975  acres  in  I92I. 

Spain  and  I taly  are  the  most  important  almond  producing  countries  of  all 
those  for  which  reports  are  available.     Spain  produced  287,326,000  pounds  in  I92I 
and  Italy  207,112,000  pounds. 

Almond  pri ces  in  London  are  generally  lower  than  for  the  same  period  of 
the  past  two  years,    Bitter  almonds  are  an  exception.     In  December  1922,  they  sold 
at  double  the  December  1921,  price. 

The  United  States  and  the  United  Kingdom  furnish  the  best  markets  for  Span- 
ish nuts.  Out  of  a  total  export  of  14,000,000  pounds  of  unshelled  almonds  in  192I 
5,000,000  pounds,  or  38  per  cent,  were  shipped  to  the  United  States,  and  during  th 
same  year  the  United  States  took  10,000,000  pounds,  or  56  per  cent,  of  the  shelled 
almonds.  In  I92I,  the  United  Kingdom  took  44  per  cent  of  the  unshelled  and  25 
per  cent  of  the  shelled  almonds. 

Spain's  total  exports  of  walnuts  were  1,600,000  pounds  in  1921  and  2,400,GC 
pounds  in  1920;  the  United  States  taking  23  per  cent  and  51  Per  cent  and  the  Unite- 
Kingdom  5  per  cent  and  32  per  cent,  respectively,  for  these  years. 

Fourteen  million  pounds  of  filberts  were  exported  from  Spain  in  1921,  as 
compared  with  13,000,000  pounds  in  I92O.  Twenty-six  per  cent  of  the  total  was 
shipped  to  the  United  Kingdom  in  I92I,  as  compared  with  4Q  per  cent  in  1920;while 
the  United  States  took  21  per  cent  and  11  per  cent,  respectively , for  these  two  y^ 

France  is  a  large  exporter  of  walnuts.  The  total  exports  in  1921  amounted 
to  36,000,000  pounds,  as  compared  with  41,000,000  pounds  in  1920,  about  36  Por  °en 
of  the  quantity  going  to  the  United  States.

PROPAGANDA  FOR  INCREASING  CEREAL  PRODUCTION  IN  ITALY. 

The  Treasury  Department  of  the  Italian  Government  is  reported  to  have 
made  available  to  the  Minister  of  Agriculture  two  million  lire,  which  at  the 
present  rate  of  exchange  January  11.  would  be  about  $100,000  for  parrying  on 
propaganda  for  increasing  the  production  of  cereals  in.  Italy.     Tae  plan  of  the 
Minister  of  Agriculture  is  to  use  these  funds  in  carrying  on  an  advertising 
campaign  and  for  the  establishment  of  experiment  stations  at  which  they  hope  to 
give  practical  demonstration  of  improved  farming  methods.     It  is  intended 
that  these  experiment  stations  be  placed  in  those  sections  where  agriculture  is 
least  intensive.  The  entire  program  is  to  be  carried  out  with  the  cooperation 
of  - agricul oural  schools  and  colleges. 

The  probably  results  of  such  a  program  are  considered  problematical.

SUBSTITUTE  TO  BE  ADDED  TO  WHEAT  FLOUR  IN  FRANCE. 

According  to  a  decree  of  December  19,  1922  wheat  flour  as  it  comes  from 
the  mill  except  that  exempted  for  certain  purposes  by  an  article  of  the  decree 
of  July  28,   1922  must  be  composed  of  the  following:    90  per  cent  of  -wheat  flour 
and  10  per  cent  of  rye  flour',   rice  flour,   or  a  mixture  in  equal  carts-  of -rye 
and  rice  flour. 

As  it  is  possible  that  certain  departments  will  find  difficulty  in 
supplying  themselves  with  the  substitutes,  an  inquiry  will  be  made  in  the  diff- 
erent departments  as  to  the  stock  of  rye  in  each  department ,  the  results  of 
which  will  be  published  in  the  Journal  Officiel  with  as  little  delay  as  possible, 
so  that  those  interested  will  know  where  they  can  obtain  rye. 

On  the  other  hand,   owing  to  tne  abundant  crop  of  rice  in  Indo-China, 
large  exportations  of  this  cereal  will  be  made  to  France.

MEAT  INDUSTRY  IN  CUBA. 

It  is  interesting  to  note  that,  while  no'  accurate  estimate  can  be 
made,  it  is  roughly  estimated  that  the  quantity  of  meat  butchered  in  Cuba 
annually  totals  some  250,000,000  pounds,  of  which  there  are  approximately 
200,000,000  pounds  of  beef,  Uo, 000,000  pounds  of  pork  and  10,000,000  pounds 
of  mutton,  lamb,  goat's  flesh,  etc.     The  import'-  statistics  show  importa- 
tions of  about  13,000,000  pounds  of  live  cattle  and  other  animals  not  im- 
ported for  breeding  so  it  is  evident  that  of  a  total  of  around  350,000,000 
pounds  of  meat  and  meat  products,  including  lard  about  five-sevenths  are 
produced  in  Cuba. 

In  1919,  with  the  exception  of  lard,  the  imports  of  meat  products 
totaled  some  73,500,000  pounds  of  which  the  United  States  supplied  Ul  U00  000 
and  Uruguay  23,500,000  pounds.
